The subject of his lecture, 
he stated, was inspired by the title 
of the book "Looking Back on 
Happiness" and the well known 
epigram "k everybody Happy?" 

Rev. Lamont contrasted our gen- 
eration with that of our fathers 
and asked "Are we as happy as 
our fathers were?" Furthermore, 
because our life is more free from 
physical pain, and because our 
modem life provide.'; more enter- 
tainment we have ample justifica- 
tion. Happiness he continued is, 
unlike duration of life or temper- 
ance, i/itangible, and is a state of 
the soul. 

Ooilege Paper Quoted 

Hethen quoted several defini- 
tions of "life" he liad read in an 
American College Newspaper: "life 
is a disease whose only cure is 
death"; further, "Life is the Jail 
."i<întence for the crime of being 
born"; again, "Life is a bad Joke 
and not even a funny one at that." 
These he stated do not indicate 
youth's revolt against religion, rath- 
er itc revolt against the revolt 
against religion. Rev. Lamont then 
concluded with the quotation from 
Browning "Life means intensely 
and life means v/eW." He told the 
fable of the oriental ruler who was 
unhappy, the moral of IJie story 
being that comfort in itself docs not 
.spell happiness. In conclusion he 
parapJirased the theme of the book 
"The Blue Flower" by Van Dyne 
lulling of hov,' the unhappy man 
searched all day for the blue flower 
of happiness only to find at the 
end of his search thai it was at his 
doorstep.

Tin Hats sang popular songs and 
accompanied herself at the piano, 
while Bill Stevens, student in 
M;jsic, played several classical 
selections on the piano.

Says People Not Qualified to 
Decide Who Should 
Die 



Yesterday afternoon in the 
Common Room of R.V.C., Syl- 
via Grove lead the co-ed de- 
baters assembled to argue "that 
mercy killings licenced by med- 
ical advisors should be legal- 
ized." .ludges for tlic debate 
were Professor McLennan, Mr. 
Forsey, and Lloyd Hcndcr.«on. 
Marion Dryer, Ivy Lawrence, 
Jean Mitchell, Sylvia Grove and 
Marion Savage took part in the 
argument. 

Debating on the negative side, 
Sylvia Grove, the winner, contended 
that the chief argument of the af- 
firmative side which had preceded 
her had been one of sentimentality 
only. She asked wliether we hu- 
mans who are ourselves in the grip 
of life and death are qualified to 
decide on the issue of 11^ and 
death. The patient concern- 
ed, she mentioned, is unfit to 
decide the issue, being himself in a 
serious state of profound depres- 
sion; decisions of friends and rela- 
tives may possibly be based upon 
selfishness; while the doctors, as a 
group, have already stated them- 
selves to be averse to mercy- 
killing. 

Already Legaliied 

Marion Dryer, speaking on the 
affirmative side, stated that in. the 
State of Texas, mercy killings are 
already legalized. The question, she 
said, would merely involve the le- 
galization of an already existing 
custom. \ 

Also speaking on the affirmative, 
Ruth Hill quoted the writings of 
Bacon and Alexis Carroll to corro- 
borate her argument. The speaker 
pointed out that if people were

Does anyone afck, ''What's McGill do- 
ing about the war?" 

To this question, when asked, there 
comes a feeble answer. "Think of all the 
staff members and grads on ^i-ar semce; 
all those Official Secrets we're working 
on; and EVERYBODY'S in training, even 
the co-eds." 

Then there's the argument that the 
•university is being patriotic to the utmost 
by simply managing to exist while the war 
goes merrily on. Meanwhile, three thous- 
and students prepare for life in a brave 
new world to come. 

Strangely cnougii, the world must be 
built before it can be lived in, and on that 
job McGill is playing the pan of the criti- 
cal spectator. 

The only real, tangible, immediately 
helpful part being played by the under- 
graduate body is being done by the co- 
eds. They're knitting socks for the sol- 
diers. The lamp of knowledge burns to 
keep the feet of the army warm. 

Tlir((. iii'iu>aijd .'■ludfiit.- .McGill can 
do more than prepare for a brave new 
world. The inhabitants of London need 
blankets and clothes; the government 
needs money in the form of War Savings; 
the R.A.F, needs Spitfires for its defence 
of England. Three thoutnnd .students at 
MoGill ought to be able to help supply 
some of these uteds. 

MoGill is lagging out of etep. 

Again tlie command ring.s out, "Pick 
it up! Pick it up!" Three thousand stu- 
dents should provide less discussion of the 
value of doraocracy, and more action to 
preserve it.

Dear Jack, 

As you've heard roe say before, editors, 
which includes cx-editors, should be seen and 
not heard; but you have yourself to blame this 
time, you asked for it so here it is. 

It seems a far call now from that night at 
the end of October when you and other Dnily 
men and women gathered to wish Kcilc Paliii 
and me good luck on our Air Force voyage. 
First came a short period at the Manning Pool 
in Toronto, which transformed mo from a civil- 
ian to an airman ... in easy stages, if you like! 
Then 1 was jxistcd to the Trenton station on 
.security guard duly, /or every .lircrew mem- 
ber h.ns to go through that mill. The time 
passed quite quickly, howewr, and we were 
all able to glean bits of useful information 
about our service. After all. living, eating, and 
slcepinK to the drone of aircraft, we could not 
help but be imprcsscri by the organization 
which we had joined and looked forward 
eagerly to the day when we would be upstairs 
and not In the "flying infantry" as we called 
ourselves.

I'd like to train, subsequent to this, as an 
air observer, but that is still in the hands of the 
powers that be; some time must pass and a 
good many exams taken in stride before the 
postings are published. So much for me. 

Don't forget to contact some of the other 
lads in the Air Force— Walt Conrad, who should 
be finished his elementary flying by now; 
Kerle Palin, who got the jump on me and must 
have a few flying hours at Malton; Shan Dunn, 
who wandered westward to some neck of the 
woods— oh, there are plenty— not to mention 
Daily men in the Army and Navy. 

Of COUT!» I look forward eagerly each day 
to receiving my Daily, both as a reliable mir- 
ror of Old McGill's ups and downs, and as 
something of which I was once a part. Much 
to my amazement, I still find myself, instead of 
reading the news and being satisfied with what 
it pleases the Daily to print, wanting to pull 
the old rag apart— as I always did and will 
probably always want to! 

Now the day is coming to an end; I find 
parades, drill, and lectures considerably more 
tiring than last year's schedule, so that "lights 
out" at the ridiculously early hour of 10:45 p.m. 
is more than welcome as a rule. I hope that 
I have fulfilled your request, and will cer- 
tainly keep you posted as things begin to move 
more quickly.

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Ann Arbor, February 22.— Last week which 
was the week in between the first and second 
semesters, we got through our exams early and 
had time to take a few days off and visit the 
centre of greatest industrial activity in the 
world— the Pillsburgh, Wheeling, Slcubenvllle, 
Weirton area. Here are concentrated within a 
radius of forty miles in three states the greatest 
steel mills in ail tiic v.orld. The effect is 
stupefying. No writer of fairy tales could stretch 
his imagination' to encompass the tremendous 
agglomeration of chimneys, smoke-dirty build- 
ings and overall-covered men. It's comi^letely 
staggering. And that's sll we con tell you 
about it. 

Tnese mills for the most part art still par- 
li'ipating ill the defence picture in a negative 
way. 'J'hat is to say that they do not roll steel 
which can be used for armament or in the 
manufacture of engines so they are getting a 
greater proportion of non-military work in 
order that equipped mills may be released for 
defence work. At that tliey are working twenty 
four hours a day and at more than rated 
capacity.

Their ^aUilude is that if you have 
business there you get in on the strength of 
that and if you haven't, what do yo)i want lo 
be in there for anyway? Every employee is 
Identified by a tag with his picture on it and 
must show it to be admitted. It ie only honored 
at Uifc proper gate. They arc leaving nothing 
to chajice.

We would like humbly to offer a little 
advice to Canadians who may travel in the 
United Slates or wljo may have the opporluiiily 
of talking wjUi AmejitaiLs vitiling in Canada, 
We have i ccrioin amount of experience to 
back up liie viev/s wc hold.

He must nol feel lhat it is the 
British Empire tliut lie is being asked to save. 
In the first place it is nol Iruc and in the second 
place il is resented. He should learn that 
America must put forth her greatest efforts to 
save herself as well as the FREE way of life. 
And it doesn't help in the least little bit to tell 
him that he is blind if he does not see the 
danger. You may know, as you surely do, thai 
he is either » fool nr u knave If he denied 
the Ihrout— but calling him a fnol doesn't help. 
He resents that too. Alter ail we didn't awake 
to the extent of the danger until it was living 
wilh us. And the Americans are in that stage 
now which we went through about three years 
ago. 

. True, Uiey must wake up faster than we 
did or it will be too lale-4>ut they are. So 
calling him a fool does no good. He must be 
reasoned with, no mailer how maddening it 
may be; but they're a pretty sensible lot these 
Americans and they will learn, we're sure 
before it's too late. We've seen a lot of this 
cciiiiiiy and lliough we are continually astound- 
ed a I il wc believe this with all our iiearl.

responding relief to- hay fever suf- 
ferers. 

The victim of hay fever Is chiefly 
interested in what he can do for 
himself. If he has the means he can 
remove himself lo a pollen free 
area. A sea voyage can generally 
be depended upon to give relief. If 
this is impossible his chief hope lies 
in submitting to a treatment direct- 
ed towards increasing his resistance 
to the offending pollen. This usually 
moans a test lo determine which 
pollen is responsible for the trouble 
and then a scries ot injections. 
Sometimes this treatment is com- 
pletely successful, more often it is 
partially successful with relief of 
ssrmptoms to a degree. The indi- 
vidual should visit a physician sev- 
eral months in advance of the hay 
fever season so that the treatment 
may be practically complete before 
the season starts. 

Another measure which may give 
relief is the equipping of a bed 
room or office with some filtering 
device which will remove the 
pollen. This will give relief so long 
as the individual remains in the fil 
texod air. A visit to an air-condi- 
tioned theatre often gives tempor- 
ary relief. Drugs should be used 
only on the advice of a physician.

HAY FEVER 

Summer is the time when most 
people think it is good to be alive; 
it is the season of the year when 
the world is at its best But to 
many it is a time of misery. The 
hay fever sufferer is entitled to a 
lot of sympathy but he usually gets 
very little. There is. something 
about hay fever which seems to 
stimulate people to make funny re- 
marks rather than to offer sym- 
pathy, yet actually it is a condition 
which seriously interferes with effi- 
ciency and literally makes life a 
burden to the afflicted person. 

The cause of hay feevr is the 
pollen of a plant which is light 
enough to remain in suspension in 
the air for a considerable time. 
Many plants which might be cap- 
able of producing hay fever are 
eliminated because their pollen is 
not carried by the air. The offend- 
ing agent, however, is only one 
aspect of the picture. The o'lher is 
the susceptible individual. It Is for- 
tunate that only a small proportion 
of people are suceptlble to these 
pollens. Why this should be so is 
unknown; but the fact is that most 
of us can go with impunity into an 
atmosphere loaded with pollen while 
a few are immediately siezed with 
the characteristic symptoms of hay 
fever. 

There are two common types 0" 
hay fever, the spring type and the 
fall type. The latter Is much the 
more common. The spring type Is 
usually caused by grasses wliich 
mature and pollinate early. Timothy 
is one of the commonest offenders. 
The fall type is most commonly due 
to the rag weed which matures with 
remarkable regularity about the 
middle ot August and continues to 
disseminate ita pollen until the first 
frost 

It would seem impracticable to 
eliminate Die June grasies, for many 
of them are staple foods of cattle, 
but the rag weed serves no known 
useful purpose and its elimination 
we believe would harm neither man 
nor beast Its widespread distribu- 
tion makes its eradlcatlom very 
difficult, however. One finds It by 
sidewalks, in vacant lots, along rail- 
way embanlonents, in fact In every 
spot which is not under cultivation. 
Its pollen can be wafted for several 
miles so lhat its eradication from a 
city mi(fi\l not prove satisfactory if 
the neighbouring territory were 
contaminated. It seems probable, 
however, that a serious' allempt will 
soon be made, in cities at least, to 
limit U)o spread of the weed for a 
subtantlal reductioii in the number 
of planta should reduce the amoimt 
ol iMllen In tbe afar and give a cor-
